SOURCE OF ACTIVITY: 


On Thursday, April 24, 2014, my partner (Officer Cox #133) and | (Officer 
Trujillo #136) were working as contracted, uniformed security officers for the 
Hollywood Business Improvement District (H.B.I.D.) / Andrews International 
6801 Hollywood Boulevard Hollywood, CA. 90028 (323) 465-0122. We were 
assigned to the Bicycle Patrol team as Boy-6. 


INVESTIGATION: 


As we were conducting, business checks at 7095 Hollywood Boulevard (La Brea 
Plaza). | observed two (2) Male, Adult (later identified as S/1 Cook, Jeffery David 
- DOB: 07/28/1979 and S/2 Calain, John Martin - DOB: 08/24/1967 - see 
AR#14-0393 for further details) seated on the raised planter at 7080 Hollywood 
Boulevard (Hollywood Entertainment Plaza). As | was monitoring them, | saw 
Cook retrieve from inside of his jacket’s left sleeve a large 40 Fl. Oz. bottle 
containing a bronze color liquid. 


| began to observe Cook’s activity from a distance of 50 yards. Cook then 
turned his head from left and right, to avoid being detected by the authorities, 
and twisted off the cap. Cook raised the bottle container and placed it to his 
lips/ and mouth area. Cook then tilt his head and took a long drink. After cook 
was finished drinking from the container, he then passed the bottle container to 
Calian. 


Calain received the container and turn his head from left and right, also from 
being detected by the authorities. Calian raised the bottle container and placed 
it to his lips/ and mouth area. Calian then tilt his head and took a long drink. 
Calian then returned the bottle container to Cook, who placed it back into his 
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left sleeve of his jacket. 


My partner and | decided to make contact with Cook and Calain to verify if 
bottle container was indeed an alcoholic beverage. As we approached Cook and 
Calain, | was able to smell a strong odor of an alcoholic beverage emitting from 
their breath, and person. | then recovered the bottle container from Cook’s left 
sleeve and saw it was a “211-Steel Reserve” Brand Lager (8.1 Al. BV., 40 FI. 
Oz.) that was ¥% full and cold to the touch. 


ARREST: 


We advised Cook and Calain that we were placing them under “Private Person’s 
Arrest”, aS per 837 Penal Code - (Private Person’s Arrest - Authority To Arrest / 
see-attached form) for 41.27 (c) Los Angeles Municipal Code - (Drinking in 
Public). Cook and Calain was then handcuffed (adjusted /double locked for 
safety and comfort) without incident. 


ADDITIONAL: 


Cook and Calain have no prior contacts and or arrests from this office and or 
the BID Officers. 


Cook and Calain advised that they purchased the “211-Steel Reserve” 
Brand Lager at the Liquor Store, located at Sunset Boulevard (NFD). 


A short time later, BID Officer(s) Ayala and Coggle arrived to assist. 
CITE and RELEASE: 


Due to LAPD Hollywood Patrol Officer Martin #36642 being in close proximity. 
Martin verified Cook’s identification, via C.L.E.T.S. (California Law Enforcement 
Telecommunication). Cook was issued a “Release From Custody” citation (RFC# 
85268) for the listed charge and was ordered to appear at the Metropolitan 
Court House, 1945 South Hill Street, Los Angeles, 90007, on 06/02/2014, at 
0830 Hours with the approval of the Watch Commander Videl. 


Due to Calian identity not showing up on the mobile computer. Calain was 
transported via patrol vehicle by Ayala and Coogle to the Hollywood Police 
Station -LAPD. 


Once at Hollywood Station- Desk Officer Horton #36642 verified Calain’s 
identification, via N.C.I.C (National Crime Information Center). Calain was issued 
a “Release From Custody” citation (RFC# D47124) for the listed charge and 
was ordered to appear at the Metropolitan Court House, 1945 South Hill Street, 
Los Angeles, 90007, on 06/02/2014, at 0830 Hours with the approval of the 
Watch Commander Videl. 
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EVIDENCE: 


Officer Cox disposed of the “211- Steel reserve” Brand Beer in the field.
